DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 7 is an iniproper multiple dependent claim because it depends from another 
multiple dependent claim, claim 5. Appropriate correction is needed. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1,499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Claims 1-7, drawn to a use of a liner peptide coupled to an active substance for diagnose 
or therapy of a disorder affecting the CNS, where the peptide has the formula (I), (II) or (III). 

Upon review of the formulas (I), (II) and (IE), there are thousands of peptides 
encompassed by each formula, appHcant is required to select "one" formula, and "one" peptide 
sequence with each position defined and identified with a "SEQ ID NO:" for examination. Each 
peptide, which contains different amino acid sequence and has different chemical and physical 
property, is patentably distinct. This is not species election. Applicant is also required to select 
"one" disease from claim 7 for examination. Each disease, which has different diagnosis and use 
different treatment, is patentably distinct. This is not species election. 

The claims are directed to different inventions, which are not linked to form a single 
general concept. The claims of the instant apphcation do not have in common the same or 
corresponding technical features. In particular, each invention is directed to distinct methods, 
which use different compounds comprising different peptides for treating different diseases, 
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where the peptides produce different effects in the treatment. Accordingly, the claims are not so 
linked by a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 so as to form a single 
inventive concept and lack of unity is deemed proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement is traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
